Standard Should be Raised so That 
We Will Produce Only the 
Best 


Recently the Financial Post ques- 
tioned the policy of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association in plan- 
ning a general Made-in-Canada cam- 
paign. ft was pointed out that in 
most lines the products of Canadian 
factories were equal, and in many 
cases superior to, anything produced 
in the world; put, on the other hand, 
there were some Canadian manufac- 
turers who cared little for their repu- 
tation. The latter concerns, however, 
would not only bene@it from a general 
advertising of Made-in-Canada goods 
but their indifference to good reputa- 
tion would indirectly injure the manu- 
facturers who thought more of their 
good name than of making a small, 
and necessarily temporary, extra prof- 
it.. Since the article appeared two ac- 
tual occurrences have been brought 
to our attention. A large dealer re. 
cently applied to two leading Canad- 
ian manufacturers, whose regulan 
goods are in high repute, to make for 
him an inferior quality to sell at a 
lower price. The manufacturer was to 
put on his name and the words “Made- 
in-Canada.” These concerns positive- 
ly refused to fill the order. A third 
house took the order and although re- 
fusing to allow their name to appear, 
eventually agreed to print upon the 
product “Made-in-Canada.” Results 
cannot be satisfactory, and the good 
name of all Canadian products will 
suffer. 

The othe. case was one in which im- 
portant orders had been placed in Can- 
ada by the allies because of a sense of 
loyalty and duty to Canadians who are 
supporting them in the war. In this in- 
stance several Canadian manufactur- 
ers turned out such inferior goods 
that when they arrive in Europe they 


were not served out but actually 
scrapped. Nothing has been . said 
about it publicly, as the Buropean 


government officials have no desire to 
offend Canada, but no further orders 
have gone or will go to these particu- 
lar manufacturers. Foreign compet!- 
tors have used it against Canadian- 
made goods. Reputable manufacturers 
are thus suffering because there is + 
tendency to refrain from placing other 
orders in Canada, the feeling being 
wrongly created that Canadian manu- 
facturers generally are not capable of 
producing satisfactory supplies. 

The advertising committee should 
be turned into a Canadian quality 
committee, and by moral and educa- 
tional influences raise the standard of

Big Sum Contributed Monthly to 
Fatherland Fund by Germans 
in the United States 


Gaston Alphaud, of the Paris 
Temps, writes to his journal from 
New York as follows; 

“The German embassy and consul- 
ates in the United States have kept 
an annual census of the Germans in 
the United States showing what each 
possessed and earned and enabling 
the German government to levy a 
war tax on them This tax was ten 
per cent. of wages and income. 

These contributions amounted to 
over 300,000,000 francs in August 
and Septe.rber, and never have fallen 
below three million francs monthly 
since. Dr. Dernburg also oiganized 
a syndicate of beiks which were 
also pro-German, thrvugh which he 
tried to exert pressure upon vhose in 
touch with the government and upon 
members of the government them- 
selves. Severai statesmen notified 
Dr. Dernburg that bis show of friend- 
ship was distastefc! to them. Since 
then the attitude of both Dr. Dern- 
burf and Count Von Bernstorff to- 
ward Washington was marked by men- 
aces, abruptness, and _ intimidation, 
thereby earning for them the grati- 
tude of France, since their conduct 
had been the best possible propaganda 
for the allies. . 

Canada can put Germans in the 
Dominion into concentration camps, 
but she is unable to seize their 
wealth, which, as a result of a warn- 
ing sent by wirelcss from Berlin to 
Dr. Dernburg was. transferred to 
United States banks on July 14, ten 
days before the beginning of “the 
war. . : 

In December, Dr- Dernburg order- 
ed the German merchauts in China, 
numbering 150,000, to send him all 
the money possible. The money, 
amounting to $75,000,000, arrived in 
California some weeks later hidden 
im metal building material, and Dr. 
Dernburg announced that Germany 
would issue a local loan in Chicago 
of $50,000,000, saying that he was so 
sure of American confidence in -Ger- 
many that he felt convinced the loan 
would be covered within a day in 
Chicago alone. This was a safe 
prophecy, as the money already was 
there, the Chinese funds peing utiliz- 
ed for the purpose.

ity, a well known Canadian product 
and have ‘“Made-in-Canada” stampei 
upon it. 

The Financial Post is not opposed to 
manufacturers spending 
their money on advertising. On the 
other hand the makers of high quality 
goods will find it difficult to get the | 
business they are entitled to and to 
build up a valuable good-will unless 
they keep themselves and their pro- 
ducts continuously before the prob- 
able buyers. The publishers can as- 
sist by laying down the principle of 
not knowingly admitting the makers 
of inferior goods to their advertising 
columns, Eventually this would result 
in only advertised goods being regard- 
ed as having passed the censor. 

Proper management, satisfactory 
quality, good service an‘ intelligent 
advertising ensure permanent divi- 
dends and enhance the value of the 
shares in industrial securities. Good 
service means gatisfying all the cus- 
tomers, even those who may be wrong 
in their complaints but sincere in 
making them. Without quality ani 
service, advertising is money mis- 
spent and not a nelp to the paper 
which inserts it. The reputation of 
a concern among the probable buyers 
of its goods is a point to which 
shareholders, and would-be invevstors, 
have hitherto not given sufficient at- 
tention, ** the case of calls for new 
capital, it is unwise to put any money 
in companies whose management has 
not a record for turning out satis- 
factory g@ods and for methods that 
please itg customers—Financial Post.

Atlantic steamship service, immigra- 
tion to Canada from the mother coun- 
try and continental Europe has prac- 
tically ceased. Between August 1, 
1914, and April 30, 1915, the British 
immigrant arrivals have been 12,000, 
and the continental arrivals 3,700. 

Consisting as it does largely of agri- 
culturists, the movement of settlers 
from the United States to the Do- 
minion is still encouraged by the Can- 
adian government, it being felt that 
the greater the number engaged in 
farming operations, the better able we 
are to provide the food supply re- 
quired in these times of stress by the 
empire and our allies. Since the out- 
break of the war, 30,000 from the 
States have taken up their homes in 
Canada, 

Not only has the government con- 
tinued to encourage immigration from 
the States, but the greatest care has 
been taken that no unnecessary bar- 
riers be placed in the way of inter- 
course between the two countries. 
There is an immense trade between 
Canada and the neighboring republic, 
which necessitates constant crossing 
of the international boundary by com- 
mercial travellers und other business 
men. There are in both countries 
hundreds of places of scenic beauty 
and historical interest, which attract 
the tourist, and, realizing the ad- 
visability of in no way interfering 
with this class of traffic, officials have 
been instructed to continue the same 
courteous treatment to the bona fida 
travelling public as was customary be- 
fore the war. It is pointed ‘out that 
the United States citizen need not go 
to the trouble or expense of securing 
passports, nor will unnaturalized resi- 
dents of the United States coming to 
this country for peaceable purposes be 
in any way interfered with.

The One-Crop System in Farming is 
-Dangerous 

The one-crop system in farming 
is hazardous, if not dangerous, *o 
follow. At no time and in no region 
of the irrigated west, should the 
farmer be tied to just one crop. The 
old saying, “Put your eggs in moro 
than one basket,” is a trite but true 
one today. “The Rotation of Crops” 
names a system of farm practice 
which groups field plants with dif- 
ferent food requirements so as to 
give a definite cycle of crops in re- 
curring or successive order. This, 
if rightly chosen, conserves soil fer- 
tility, works for the elimination of 
certain weeds, insect enemies and 
crop diseases, while it also preven's 
the formation of crop sick soils. 
Thig latter trouble is caused by the 
continuous growing of the same crop 
for a period of years on a given 
piece of land. 

Plants feeding at the same depth, 
on the same food elements, absorb 
the readily available portion of these 
Particular foods faster than nature 
can render them available to plant 
{use. Therefore, there comes a time 

in this single crop practice when 
thesé particular crop plants will ba 
sparingly few and ,eturn to the farm- 
er lessened harvests. All crops do 
not feed alike on the soil. They 
May use different food elements, or 
feed on the same elements at dif- 
frent depths. Wh n plants feed at 
different depths. the deeper feeding 
plants can fallow the shallow feed- 
ers without serious immediate loss, 
even should they use the same food 
elements, but, eventually the avail- 
able plant food becones exhausted, 
and that foil is said to be impover- 
ished. 

The* depositor who continues to

If We practice continued with-

Therefore, we should 
have a rotation of some kind which 
will give us a diversity of crop. it 
ig net return per acre pet makes 
profits for the farmer, gives deposits

How Submarines Destroy 


Firing a: Submarine’s Messenger of 
Death 


When a submarine sights a hostile 
vessel a group of sailors quickly 
cluster round the torpedo tube, This 
is loaded with its instrument of de- 
.Struction, and behind it a powder 
change is inserted in a receptacle, 
and the trigger controlling the firing 
mechanism cocked ready. 

A gunner proceeds to estimate the 
speed of the target and its course 
through glasses. 


He then adjusts a 
device known ag _ the ‘director,’ 
which by means of dials tells him 
when the tube is pointing in the 
right direction to launch the torpedo 
true to its*mark. At a distance of 
about 3,000 yards the nner presses 
a button, the powuer charge explodes, 
and a pressure of 60 pounds per 
square inch is put upon the rear end 
of the torpedo. 

The well greased projectile is forc- 
ed through the open end of the tube 
at a rate of 36 ft. per second, and as 
it takes the water in a long flat 
dive the twin propeliers in the rear 
set to work. They are driven by an 
air pressure of 2.250 Ibs., which sets 
the driving machinery in motion as 
the torpedo leaps from its tube. 

A gyroscope steering gear prevents 
the torpedo from deviating from a 
straight path, and unless it is care- 
lessly fired, or its target quickly 
manoeuvres out of the way, the $2,500 
projectile seldom misses its mark. «

Growing Flax For Flax Fibre in West- 
ern Canada © 
The Dominion government Is taking 
active steps to encourage the growing 
of flax in Canadas and is fully alive 
to the importance of the linen indus: 
try, is the announcement contained 
in a letter addressed to the Saskatoon 
board of trade by Sir George BH. Fos- 
ter, minister of trade and commerce. 
“IT note what you say,” writes Mr. 
Foster, “with reference to flax fibre 
and its general scarcity, and a good 
deal of attention has been paid to this 
matter by my own department, 
well as the minister of agriculture. 
“The real difficulty is in the prepar- 
ation of the fibre after it is grown. 
The labor costs, under present condi- 
tions of preparing the fibre for after 
processes make it very difficult, if not 
impossible, to carry on the industry 
in the west. If it turns out that by 
means of mechanical processes now 
being experimented with, the cost of 
labor can be greatly reduced, then the 
problem will be largely solved, parti- 
cularly so long as the present high 
prices are maintained, or kept in any 
way nearly equa] to the present level. 
“A Scotch dealer and worker in flax 
has been for several months in On- 
tario, and has been making inquiry 
and maturing plans for bringing into 
our country the process which has 
been used formerly in Belgium, and 
he has made some progress in his 
plans. 
“There are two or three other in- 
ventions which are still in the experi- 
mental stage, though said to be prom- 
ising. If any of these prove success- 
ful, much of the difficulty in the way 
at present will be removed. Then, 
again, I am told that care will have 
to be taken, pboth as to the quality 
of the seed and also as to the condi- 
tions of cultivation. In this respect, 
the minister of agriculture proposes 
this year to make experiments on 
some of the wéstern farms, and this, 
I think, is probably all that can be 
done for the present season.” 
The commissioner is taking the 
matter up with the minister of agri- 
culture, and has notified Hon. Martin 
Burrell that there are -several farm 
ers in this district wno are willing to 
plant a small acreage for experiment. 
al purposes, provided they have some 
assurance of a reasonable return for 
their product.—Saskatoon Star.

Bay be Annexed to Newfoundland 
3 at Close of the War 
The pvssibility that the Miquelon 

archipelago, the iast North American 

possession of France, may-be aunexed 
to New foundland at the close of the 

European war is being given serious 

consideration. 

The little islands of St. Pierre, 
Miquelon and Langiade, a _ short 
distance off the south coast of New- 
founcland, have tormed for two 
centuries the advance base for tha 
French cod fisnerv on the Graud 
Banks. In recent years the prosperity 
of-the tiny colony has steadily d.m- 
inished, and all possibility of indus- 
trial progress for some time to come 
was destroyed when .the French gov- 
ernment in February last summoned 
all the able bodied men to tho 
front. 

It is considercd probable that such 
of the conscripts us survive the war 
will be reluctant to return to a strug: 
gling existence in the colony Since 
the usefulness of the fisheries out- 
posts has become sligh', it is the

vantage to turn the islands over to 
Newfoundland in return for fishing 
facilities if these waters. 


Nationality in the Balkans

British Isles on Many Occasions Have 
Suffered From Famine 


No matter what May happen,. the 
statesmen of Britain have aunounced 
that they will never give in. It i, 
therefore, our duty to prepare for tne 
worst. Nobody can foretell what in 
the future the empire may have to 
suffer in this great war that is raging 
for the right of people to live and to 
govern themselves. It is this all-im- 
portant truth that the patriotism and 
production campaign prompted by the 
department of agriculture is endeay: 
oring to force home. 

Britain, in her isolated position, is 
no stranger to famine. It is in the 
memory of every middle aged man 
how, some thirty years ago, Ireland 
suffered bitterly, and aundreds of 
thousanlg of dolla... were subscribed 
for relief, and ships with loads of pro- 
visions and clothing ‘were sent over 
the ocean to the distressed isle. At 
the time of the Crimean war, conse- 
quent upon the -hutting off of supplies 
from Russia, old pvople will remem- 
ber, bread rose greatiy in price—to 
twenty and twenty-five cents the four- 
pound loaf. In earlier days, when 
navigation of the seas was little 
known, Britain’s experience was far 
more severe. In A.D.' 272, people ate 
the park of the trees. In 806, thous- 
ands in Scotland died. Four years 
later forty thousan: perished in Eng- 
land. ‘In 729, 823, and from 954 to 
958, many thousands starved to deat. 
In 1016 there wag an awful famine 
throughout Europe. 

In England in 1087, twenty-one 
years after the conquest, there was 
terrible distress. From 1193 to 1195, 
famine and a pestilential fever raged 
all over Britain and France. In 1251 
there was another famine in England 
and Scotland. In 1915 the syffering 
was so dreadful throughout the Bri'- 
ish Isles that the inhabitants devour- 
ed the flesh of horses, dogs, cats and 
vermin. In 1335, 1488 aud 1565 there 
were more terrible life-destroying fam- 
ines, the people often being reduced 
to feeding on roots, weeds ahd offal. 
In 1693 France suffered horribly. In 
1748 starvation was general through- 
out Britain: In 1795, a hundred and 
twenty years ago, there was again 
an awful lack of food. This was tha 
last famine that was general in Mng- 
land, but provisions during the wars 
with France went up to high prices, 
and distress was very prevalent. Ir2- 
land was several times afflicted in the 
last century, parliament having to 
grant no smaller a sum than ten mil- 
lion pounds ($50,000,000) in 1847, to 
relieve the distress. 

If Germany had her way with her 
submarine blockade, what has occur- 
red before would occur again. In that 
case Canada wou d not alone be called 
upon for sincere effort, but for great 
sacrifice, to secure the best effect of 
which, knowledge and understanding 
are necessities, It is knowledge and 
understanding of the gitustion and the 
requirements that the patriotism an1l 
production campaign is designed tuo 
encot ‘age. 


Feeding tie Fighters 


Perfect System of Maintaining tha 
Food Supply for the Soldiers 


When it is mentioned that 2,000 
tons of goods—food and other neces- 
sities—are sent every day fiom the 
base depots to the firing line of the 
British Army, some idea. of the -gig- 
antic task * the Army Service Corps 
will be gathered. 

This enormous weight of goods, 
comes almost entireiy from Englan.l, 
for we are not buying in ¥rance even 
so perishable a necestity as milk. 

All day by motor lorry and railway 
truck, supplies for the troops are sent 
out from these base depots to stores 
as near as possible eo the firing line. 
And just as reserves are accumulat- 
e# in the docks, so reserves are ac- 
cumulated near the front, since an 
accident on the railways might cut off 
the fightiag soldiers’ suppl:es. 

On one occasion there was a de- 
lay on the railways of thirty-six 
hours, but not only did the soldier at 
the front get all his food and am- 
munition, but be d‘d not even have 
to draw on the reserves I have men- 
tioned; regimental stores were suffic- 
ient for his need, Everything goes 
by clockwyrkg. There is no room for 
an accident. f

for the War 


Stray Canines in Vienna Are Rounded 
up and Sent to the Front For 
Military Service 


When the dog catcher of Vienna 
rug across a Weil buiit, weil fed, uii- 
registered dog, Says a correspondent 
of the Chicago Daily News, he no long- 
er thrusts him intc a wire cage anJl 
hauls him od to the dog pound. h3 
says, “Come along to tue recruiting 
sergeant.” 

For Austria has found a new use 
for stray dogs. ‘they go to war. They 
are going in squads, in companies and 
in battalions, out beyond the Carpth- 
jans, to help Austria soldiers stand 
guard on thé outskirts of the army, 
to procure valuable information about 
the enemy and to act as faithful 
members of the Leu Cross» relief 
corps. 

Like the dogs of the St. Bernard 
Mission, high in the Alps, these war 
dogs—some of them—are to rescue 
human beings. It is well known that 
wounded men frequently craw) into 
the deepest underbrush of the forests. 
To find these men, to carry them tem- 
porary relief, and nnally to lead the 
Red Cross men to their side will be 
the principal task of the dogs, al- 
though some wil] assist the patrols or 
stand guard with the outposts through 
the night, listenin, for sounds from 
the direction of the enemy. Other 
dogs will be sent out to determine 
whether trenches of the enemy have 
been evacuated or are still occupied, 
information usually gained only with 
danger to the soldiers. 

A big force of these dogs of war left 
Vienna with military banners the 
other day. Twenty Red Cross men 
led’ a great number of trained dogs 


through the strecis to the railroad 
station. It was a great day for 
dogs. Bach recruit wore a spray of 


flowers in his collar. 

At the station the customary formal 
programme, never omitted in Austria, 
was given. A physician of the general 
staff of the Red Cross formally wel- 
comed the party. The physician in 
charge of the dogs formally replied 
Both addresses were delivered in pol- 
ished rhetorical German. What the 
words meant to the dogs no one 
knows, but it is safe to say that they 
enjoyed to the full the distribution 
of eatables that followed. They left 
yelping, barking and wagging their 
tails furiously. 

Austria is training more dogs, and 
the ‘increase demanded is likely to 
make serious inroads on Vienna’s dog 
colony. But there is one consolation 
for the Viennese—the daschund, or 
tunrnspif dog, has so far been declar- 
ed ineligible. It is said that at first 
the dog catcher viewed the concourse 
of polished aristocratic “daschunde” 
as his legitimate prey. The cafe 
loungers and the boulevardiers, who 
like to lead the animals around, ob- 
jected. The dog catcher said he 
thought the dogs would be valuable 
in the trenches, because they kept 
their stomachs close to the ground. 
But the protests won the day. 

Germarty began using dogs for re- 
lief work on the battle fields in 1870, 
and when the present war broke out 
various societies of dog fanciers 
quickly took up the movement to furn- 
ish dogs to the army. It is said that 
Germany now has more than two thou- 
gand trained dogs in the field. 


Beating Back 


The Business Man Who Can Sail 
Against Adverse Conditions Will 
Win Out 


Chas. H. Enderton, who is prob- 
ably the pest known and wealthiest 
real estate dealer in Winnipeg, return- 
ed recently to that city from New 
York, where he spent a few days on 
business. Discussing present condi- 
tions in Western Canada, Mr. Ende~- 
ton in his characteristic way said, 
“Many years ago when the bicycle 
craze began I was persuaded to buy 
a wheel. This was early in the week, 
and on the following Saturday, several 
of my friends suggested to me that 
we should ride down to Selkirk, 20 
miles away.

Opening up New Granary 


Far North Peace River District to do 
Patriotic Share 


The vast agricultural sectio . of the 
Peace River district in Alberta will 
next fall pour the results of the 
crops of the last two or three years 
into the empire's bread basket. Hoa, 
Cc. W. Cross, attorney-general in the 
Aiberta government, explained that 
the completion of the railway into the 
heart of the Peace River district 
would have similar significance to the 
forcing of the Dardanelles, in that it 
would release thousands of bushels of 
grain. This district in the past has 
had no outlet for its crops, although 
the hopeful gettlers continued -to reap 
their harve.ts and store the crop. 
They will soon have their reward. 

Hon. Mr. Cross was unable to es- 
timate how much grai. would be re 
leased, but said there would be thou- 
sands of bushels. To that stored away 
now must be added this year’s crop, 
which promises to be the greatest 
ever in that fertile section. 

“The Peace River district and that 
section do-’n to Edmonton is the only 
part of the west that is now receiv- 
ing immigration on homestead land.” 
said Mr. Cross. This, he explained, 
was remarkable for this year and 
rould be the cause of a large crop in 
the district. “At present,” he added, 
“there is a railway 300 miles north 
from Edmonton. Fifty miles are yet 
to be constructed to get to Peace 
River Crossing, where there is naviga- 
tion. The river is capable of handling 
boats as large as those that sail on 
the St. Lawrence, 

“When the last 50 miles are com- 
pleted Edmonton becomes a gateway 
to the vast country in north Alberta, 
and no doubt thousands of settlers 
and thousands of dollars’ worth 2f 
settlers’ effects will be sent out from 
the city to this great land. 

“During this season hundreds of 
settlers are going into this country, 
leaving Edmonton. Another. railway 
is being built from Grouard, 200 
miles north of Edmonton, to what is 
>nown as Grand Prairie, a vast 
stretch of Peace River prairie. There 
have been over 10,000 settlers in this 
country for the past few years, and 
they have grown thousands of bush- 
cls of grain, whic! will be brought 
out by the railways this year.” 

Hon, Mr. Cross was enthusiastic 
over the prospects o° the Peace River 
country, which has been called “the 
last great west,” and was also pleased 
that grain in the-section had been 
stored, as it will now assist in feeding 
the empire when she needs it most. 
The opening of the country by rail- 
way in this case has double signific- 
ance. Years ago courageous men 
settled in the district and waited for 
the railway, growing their crops. 
Others who could not see the use ‘f 
this endeavor withc ut an’ outlet will 
now go in.—Toronto Globe. 


An Economic Reform 


Savings and the Result of Temperance 
in Russia SS 

A United States consular report 
from Petrograd records, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune, a tremendous increase 
in deposits in the savings banks of 
Russia and cittributes this phenomen- 
on chiefly to the closing of the ‘vodka 
shops and the prohibition or restric- 


~tion by the provincial and local gov- 


ernments of the sale of intoxicants 
generally: ' 

For the year 1913 the aggregate de- 
posits in the institutions in question 
amounted to $17,510,000; for 1914 the 
total was $43,260,000. For the single 
month of December, 1913, the total 
was only $361,000; for the correspond- 
ing month of 1914 the total was $14,- 
987,000. For the first two weeks of 
January of the current year the total 
deposits were nearly $8,000,000, as 
compared with a pitiful $155,000 for 
the two corresponcing weeks of the 
previous year. 

Of course other factors have con- 
tributed to the result. There has been 
a sharp reduction in the importation 
of luxuries and economy has been 
practised even by the middle and up- 
per classes in various directions. Still 
the suppression of the vodka traffic 
is the major factor so far as the poor- 
er elements of th. urban and rural 
population are concerned. 

Recent information indicates that 
the government is disposed to modify 
its anti-drink policy to’ some extent 
and to sauction the sale of light beers 
and light wines. Not only Russian in- 
terests but French as well have been 
quietly working for some such relaxa- 
tion in the name of prosperity for 
great industries and groups of influen- 
tial persons in Frence and Russia. 
But the suggested modifications can- 
not materially effect the peasant mil- 
lions and the factury workers or the 
patrons of the vodka shops. 


Damage by German Cruisers 

‘Phe total catch in’ British shipping 
of the seven German cruisers, all now 
accounted for, was 67 vessels sunk, 
representing $3,455,000 in value,” says 
the. London Times. The cruisers were 
the Emden, the Karlsruhe, the Kron- 
prinz, Wilhelm, Pring Bitel Fredrich, 
the Konigsberg, the Dresden, and 
the Leipzig. 

“In proportion to the total values 
afloat this is a trifling sum-—merely 
7 per cent. of the value of the imports 
and exports of the United Kingdom 
and of the value of the British ton- 
nage employed. 

“One point is worth mentioning, 
the German vessels captured by the 
British navy have not been lost to 
the world, for they have quickly been 
employed in trade again. The Brit- 
ish ships sunk by the Germans are 


an absolute loss .o the world; and

Intensive Cultivation 


Big Returns For Amateur Gardener 
on a Small Area 

That intensive farming is not con- 
fined entirely to Belgium and France, 

which are the world-renowned cen- 
tres, but that it is, and profitably so, 
practised in Canada, is shown by the 
record made by Samuel Van Tassel, 
residing on West street road, where it 
passes through thé Kerby tract, says 
the Brantford Expositor, 

Eleven years ago a machinist, with- 
out a particle of knowledge of farm- 
ing or gardening, and even now of the 
belief that he does not know either, 
but that he uses common sense only. 
Samuel Van Tassel last year, from a 
plot of ground 889% square yards, by 
means of rotation of garden crops, 
took off products which at their net 
market value brought $370.75. . 
secret, he says, was in getting two or 
three crops off each piece of land, and 
getting them on the market early, so 
that they brought the highest possible 
prices. The labor on the five plots, 
for the sowing and attending only, not 
including the cost of taking out or of 
selling, amounted to but five days’ 
time. He has ten acres of land, and 
states that had he seven acres less ke 
would be able to make more money 
because he could give more attention 
to three acres than he now can to ten. 

The figures of the various crops 
raised, the size of the plots and the 

amount secured from -he crop off 
each plot were as follows: 

Plot 1—2534 feet by 150 feet, first 
crop, onioas, sold for $95.80, second 
crop, carrots, sold for $45.10. 

Plot 2—3% feet by 130 feet, car- 
rots, sold for $10.25. 

Pdot 3—6 feet by 130, first crop, 
\spinach, $20.25; second, beets, $25.05; 
; third, peets, $15.35. 

Plot 4—6 feet by 130, first crop, let- 
tuce, $6.30; second, lettuce, $4.10. 

Plot 5—4 feet by 130, first crop, 
cauliflower plants, $4.20; second, cab- 

bage lettuce, $6.20. 

Plot 6—4 feet by 130, first crop, 
radishes, $5.15; second, celery plants, 


$35.50; third, gherkin cucumbers, 
$25.40. 
Plot 7—2 feet «by 130, lettuce, 
$50.30. 


Plot 8—5™% feet by 130 feet, sum- 
mer savory, 40 bunches, $10,50; sage, 
400 bunches, $10.50; leeks, 2 dozen 
bunches, 60c; beans, 4 quarts, 40c. 

This makes a total of $370.75 from 
a plot of ground 53 feet by 130 feet, 
or a total of 889 square yards. 


Child Heroes 


Bravery of Little French Children in 
War Time 

If France has produced and still pro- 
duces and ever will produce heroes 
and heroines amongst its manhood 
and womanhood, the children of 
France have been numerous in all 
ages for their courage and heroism. A 
few months since a little girl of ten 
was standing in the front row of a 
terrified crowd watching the destruc- 
tion of a house py fire in a provincial 
town of France. As is usual, several 
families-tHvéd under one roof, and the 
eager face of the girl heroine was 
seeking to find if all had been saved 
when she heard a mothef-with several 
children cry, “Where is baby? My 
God, sbe is in her cot!” She had to be 
forced back to keep her from entering 
the burning building. In the contu- 
sion a glim little girl rushed into the 
house, knowing where baby was, 
caught it up and rushed through the 
smoke and heat and placed it in its 
mother’s arms. 

During the present terrible war an- 
other little French girl has’ given 
proof of courage and devotion that 
has brought many a blessing on her 
fair young head. The tale is told by a 
private of the British Royal Artillery 
and we fancy that many a Canadian 
little girl of Madelein’e age (the hero- 
ine’s name) will not only read with in- 
terest this tale of her brave acts, but 
will think why, should occasion pre- 
sent itself, should | not also be a 
heroine? 

Madeleine is of course not the every- 
day girl of nine years of age, for her 
courage is as conspicuous. as her kind- 
ness of heart. Just fancy a child of 
nine carrying hot coffee to the poor 
haif starved and frozen soldiers in the 
trenches; but the terrible howling of 
shot and shell through which she has 
to pass to get to the trenches she 
heeds not. Many a man would not risk 
life as Madeleine has done daily on 
her mission of mercy. 

Since the English press has given 
publicity to little Madeleine's actions 
presents of all kinds have been show- 
ered on her, but it was the last 
thought, doubtless, of this sweet little 
child that she was doing anything ex- 
traordinary, nor, we are sure, did she 
look for any reward, but would /haye 
been fully repaid by a kindly smile 
and a word of thanks.

Not the Way to Win Wars| 


Reprisals Not a Deterrent, But Rather 
a Spur to War 

In an article in the Vorwaerts, héad- 
ed “A warning word to all whom it 
concerns,” Eduard Bernstein, socialist 
and former member of the reichstag, 
protests against reprisals which go be- 
yond the conduct of warfare in the 
usual sense of the word. 

“The sinking of the Lusitaaia, com- 
ing. as a climax to former incidents 
of a similar nature, together with the 
badly advised comments on these in- 
cidents in German newspapers, _re- 
sulted in excesses against Germans in 
England and in the colonies, as well 
as in the United States,” Mr. Bern- 
stein writes. “These excesges are re- 
grettable becausu they are directed 
against persons noi responsible for 
what has been done. They are also 
regrettable from a political viewpoint, 
because they form another step on 
the omihous path which leads to 
nothing else than multiplication of the 
already deep wounds the wars cause 

‘Advocates of reprisals will find it 
extraordinarily difficult to point to a 
single case where wars between civil- 
ized peoples have been won by such 
methods. The voices we hear from 
other countries, which hitherto have 
been outside the war territory leave 
us in no doubt that in the measure in 
which one or the other side among the 
belligerents outdoes the other in re 
prisals that side wins for itself the 
strongest opposition of those coun- 
tries. 

“Among the people against whom 
re>risal; are employed most strongly, 
however, their effect is not deterrent, 
but inclines them to war to the utter- 
most.” ’ 

Herr Bernstein adds that lack of 
moderation in methods does not prove 
strength and that the nation which 
understands how to set limits to the 
tendency to outdo the other in repris- 
als, proves itself stronger than the one 
which tries to exceed in reprisals. 


A “Frightful”’ Football 


Airman Dropped a Fake Bomb on 
Terrified Huns 

“One of the British brigades at the 
front is jaughing heartily over a trick 
played upon the Germans by one of 
our dashing young airmen a few days 
ago,” says a war correspondent. 

“He had been turning his attention 
to a transport concentration point be- 
hind the German lines. A few bombs 
had been thrown, but, as usual with 
areoplane projectiles, the moral and 
material effect was limited, so, in a 
spirit of mischief, he determined to 
play a practical joke on the Huns. 
He obtained and eventually threw 
over an old football, Down it went 
slowly enough, but looking big 
enough to blow the camp up. It 
swung this way and that like a tor- 
pedo. Yet it was not a balloon, for 
it dropped too quickly for that. Surely 
some dreadful new engine of destruc- 
tion. 

“The Germans fied panic-stricken 
in all directions, nor dic they know 
where to fly, because the fearful 
bomb would swoop about now to- 
wards the right, now to the left. They 
were too scared to shoot, and whea 
at last the ball struck the ground and 
proceeded to bounce high into the 
air, there was not a German in the 
vicinity. I guppose if one had given 
them six thousand guesses’. they 
would never have suspected a foot- 
ball.” :

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Potatoes will Pay 
a Big Dividend 


Three Hundred Bushels to the Acre 
Is Not impossible ~ 
One of the criticisms offered on 
the patriotism and production’ cam- 
paign was that greater yield would 
bring down prices and thus fail to 
bring any benefits to the farmer. With 
grain crops this argument does not 
hold good, for no general movement 
for seeding wider areas can include 
all producing countries. Potatoes, 
which do not bear shipment so well, 
are to some extent affected in price 
by Overproduction in any particular 
part of the country. Two years ago 
British Columbia growers had an ex- 
cellent crop that glutted the markeg 
and left prices at a low level. New 
Brunswick had a surplus last season 
which had to find an outlet in Cuba 
and other distant markets. 
Uncver such circumstances what en- 
couragement is there for any one to 


give special attention ‘to potatoes to 


increase the yield by fifty 
hundred per cent.? 
tain amount of risk in securing a 
profitable market there is also an 
excellent chance of winning out when 
season and prices are both favorable. 
No Other staple crop responds so 
readily to careful methods of cultiva- 
tion and if by co-operation a direct 
trade can be established in a large 
city the results are likely to be satis- 
factory. In the Aroostook Valley an 
industry has been built up in the last 
thirty years that is ome of the mar- 
velgs of American agriculture. The 
wilderness of fifty years ago is now 
a prosperous district shippirg out 
25,000,000 bushels each year and re- 
porting an average yie'd of almost 
three hundred bushels per acre. It is 
possible to duplicate this in different 
districts in Canada. 

With the indifferent care that is 
given to potatoes on Canadian farms 
the yield is only 144 bushels per acre, 
being somewhat higher in the mari- 
time provinces, and on the Pacific 
coast, but lower in Ontario and Que- 
bec. Compare with this the 427 
bushels secured in 1913 by Arthur 
Sitch, of Thunder Bay district. or the 
410 bushels grown by O. Cameron, of 
Kenora, in 1914. Another striking ex- 
ample was the contest for boys in 
Carleton and Russell counties in 1913 
and 1914, which resulted in averages 
of 268 bushels in the former and 381 
bushels in the latter year. Given a 
suitable soil and thorough cultivation 
the 300 bushel mark is by no means 
impossible. 

The first consideration in the se- 
lection of the potato field is the phy- 
sical condition of the soil. Choose that 
which is naturally well drained, re- 
tentive of moisture and loose enough 
in textile for the development of the 
tubers.

If the land is na- 
turally heavy and damp, .underdrain- 
age is required, as with few crops will 
the cash returns more fully justify 
the expense, In preparing the soil 
the aim should be to increase its 
capacity for storing the required 
moisture during a dry period. This 
object is a*tained by the incorpora- 


tion of rotted organic matter with 
it either in the form of barnyard 
manure or the ploughing under of 
clover sod. 


The use of stable manure is gener- 
ally condemned by writers on potato 
culture. When the ill effects only 
looked at the condemnation ap- 
pears none- too severe, for if applied 
in the fresh state’ it favors disease 
and roughens the skin of the tubers 
One way to avoid this trouble is to 
apply the manure to the previous 
crop, which may be corn and in 
amounts liberal enough to ensure that 
there will be a supply left for the 
potatoes. If this has not been plan- 
ned for, it is usually possible to get 
manure that has reached a stage of 
decay that will render it safe to use. 

The potato crop is one that is most 
likely to respond to the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers and in the potato. 
growing districts liberal applications 
are made. In the Aroostook Valley 
the amount of fertilizers used will run 
as high as a ton per acre. This may 
be safe practice where the needs of 
the soil have been ascertained; in 
most cases, however, much lighter 
applications are advised until the 
most suitable mixture is found. The 
mixtures that find most favor will 
analyze about 4 per cent. nitrogen, 
from 6 to 10 per cent. phosphoric acid, 
and from 6 to 8 and even as high as 
10 per cent. of potash,, according to 
the conditions, or it may be a 4-8-4, 
e other combination 
The one imporfant thing is that the 
nitrogen should be in such form that 
part of it is available at once, and 
part will be available later—that is, 
a small amount may be in the form 
of nitrate of soda, and another por- 
tion dried blood; or part of it may 


be in the form of sulphate of am- 
monia, A large number of British 
growers find this sulphate of am- 


monia is an excellent form in which 
to apply nitrogen to the potato crop 
The phosphoric acid is usually used 
in the form of acid phosphate. Basic 
slag has not come into use for pctato 
growing as a source of phosphoric 
because of the presence of free lim» 
in it, An excess of lime tends to .n- 
duce scab.

The Number of Sheep Reared is In- 
creasing Yéar After Year 

In no part of the world are more 

immense stocks of sheep to be found 

than in Southern Russia. « There, 

where the plains or steppes stretch 


entirely across the empire from the 
frontiers of Hungary to those of 
Mongolia, Thibet, ®d China—where 


the country is one monotonous level 
with few trees and fewer hills—vast 
flocks of sheep roam, some proprie 
tors possessing no fewer than 
500,000 to. 700,000 of them . To his | 
day, when the wealth of any su n | 
notable is reckoned, and many of tho 
Russian nobles derive all of the ¢ 
revenues from their flocks and h 

it is often estimated by the num» 
of sheep and horses he owns. 

The humber of sheep reared on the 
eteppes increases year after year;
